Collection 


Joseph  H  Rose  celebrated  his  44th  year  in  numismatics  with  the  advent  of  the  90s,  but  his  interest  in  coins  5 
predates  that  by  more  than  two  decades.  Both  his  father,  who  owned  and  operated  “The  Old  Curiosity  Shop”  on 
Union  Square  in  NYC  in  pre-WWI  days,  and  his  grandfather,  a  Civil  War  drummer  boy  with  the  “Fighting  69th” 

WureKPu°feSS1°nalS  before  him-  Joe’  as  he  P^ers  to  be  called,  bought  his  first  Large  Cent  in  1932,  a  beat-up  1797 
which  he  spent  every  Saturday  afternoon  polishing  with  Noxon,  as  kids  used  to  do  then. 

Joe  was  born  in  Washington  Heights,  in  1922  but  lived  his  early  boyhood  in  Far  Rockaway.  The  Depression 
forced  his  father  out  of  business,  and  they  moved  back  to  Manhattan  in  1932.  He  graduated  from  George 
Washington  High  School  in  1939,  but  his  college  days  were  interrupted  by  the  advent  of  WWII,  when  he  was 
drafted  into  the  Air  Corps.  His  military  career  was  spent  largely  in  the  Central  Pacific  Theatre,  where  he  was  a 
correspondent  for  the  soldier  newspaper  “Stars  and  Stripes.” 

Upon  his  return  to  New  York  City  after  the  war,  he  went  to  work  for  the  old  William  Holzman  Company  as  a 
foreign  exchange  trader  but  when  the  company  decided  to  expand  into  numismatics  because  of  all  the  rare  coins 
coming  across  the  counter  from  returning  servicemen,  Joe  was  selected  to  run  the  department,  being  “the  only 
trainee  there  who  knew  anything  at  all  about  coins.”  3 

He  remained  with  Holzman  until  1964,  then  went  to  work  for  Manfra,  Tordella  and  Brookes,  founding  their 
coin  department  in  1969,  and  becoming  a  partner  a  year  or  so  later. 

Joe  then  accepted  an  offer  from  Harmer  Rooke,  which  wanted  to  expand  their  coin  operations,  and  pur¬ 
chased  the  Company  in  1979  together  with  several  younger  partners.  During  the  middle  of  1989,  he  sold  his 
interests  to  his  partners,  and  declared  himself  semi-retired.  Today  he  can  still  be  found  behind  the  counters 
several  days  a  week,  greeting  old  friends,  doing  research  and  cataloging,  and  revelling  in  the  title  “President 
Emiritus”! 


Dear  Fellow  Copper  Collector: 

Herewith,  finally,  my  gathering  of  large  cents  is  offered  for  sale.  1  apologize  to  the  collecting  fraternity  for  the 
delay  in  offering  them,  but  the  difficulty  of  re-checking  over  1 ,000  pieces  is  obvious  to  all  of  you  who  have 
strained  an  eye-ball  on  a  less-than-perfect  specimen. 

Specifically,  my  apologies  to  John  Fettinger,  John  Wright  and  John  Frankenfied  for  mistakes  in  reporting 
for  their  respective  lists.  Unfortunately,  some  of  these  had  been  Sheldoned  and  Newcomed  three  decades 
ago.  I  hope  I  have  learned  something  since  then! 

There  are  NO  reserves  on  any  of  these  coins.  Estimates  furnished  are  taken  from  “Copper  Quotes  by 
Robinson”,  and  are  intended  as  a  guide  to  the  relative  rarity  of  certain  pieces.  You  may,  of  course,  bid 
below,  at  or  above  any  quoted  estimate. 

I  shall  miss  my  little  copper  friends.  It  seems  as  if  I  know  every  one  of  them  personally.  But  I  also  always 
knew  that  I  never  really  owned  them,  that  I  was  only  a  custodian.  The  time  has  now  come  for  others  to 
enjoy  them.
